ent wholesale price is 62 cents 
a dozen, though certain grades of 
western eggs may be obtained for 
43 cents a dozen. 
Failure of hens to lay this year 
and a shortage in the cold stor­ 
age supply are given by dealers 
as reasons for the scarcity. W ith 
the tariff off on imported eggs, 
many wholesale dealers ate plan­ 
ning to bring eggs from abroad 
to relieve the situation. 
Norway, 
Denmark, Russia and Siberia have 
surplus supplies of eggs, which 
can be bought cheap enough, deal­ 
ers say, to be sold here a t a profit.

The magazine to the gun was mis­ 
sing when found, and it is said 
that Hogan had stolen tin* pistol 
from Jim Carr, head eook at tin* 
hotel. 
After the shooting. Hogan put 
on his apron and began his usual 
duties in the dining room, but w a s j p 
ordered out of the hotel.

Lunacy Law Attacked in Court. 
The constitutionality of th** law 
passed by the Thirty-third legis­ 
lator** providing for ajudication 
of lunacy by a county judge upon 
a majority report of a commis­ 
sion of six commissioners 
ap­ 
pointed by the county judge, is 
questioned in proceedings for ha­ 
beas corpus filed in court of crim­ 
inal appeals. 
This law, common­ 
ly known as the lunacy commis­ 
sion law, amends acts of the leg­ 
islature of lul l, and according to 
th»* contentions advanced by at­ 
torneys 
in 
the 
habeas 
corpus 
ease of James Singleton of Harris 
county, it denies a person 
the 
right of trial for his lit’«* or liberty 
by a jury of his peers and instead 
provides that trials of persons on 
lunacy charges I)«* held before a 
commission of six consisting 
of 
physicians providing the proceed­ 
ings are held in counties having 
a population of 50,000. 
This, the 
attorneys contend, denies him his 
constitutional right of trial 
by 
jury of his peers.

Comanche being a wonderful 
pfc&n and peanut producing coun­ 
try, the following address of Miss 
Rich 
before

N ut 
G ro w ers’ Association last 
week, 
will serve many in this section in 
seeking a reduction in the 
high 
cost of living. 
In her address, “ Nuts and Their 
Uses as Food,” Mies Rich said in 
p e rt: 
“ The economic value 
of 
nuts may best be shown 
by 
a 
comparison w ith other and more 
common food materials. 
F o r ex­ 
ample, ten cents w orth of pecans 
furnish three times as much food 
value as ten cents worth of p o r­ 
terhouse steak and about the same 
am ount of food m aterial as ten 
cents w orth of potatoes. 
Peanuts Most Nutritious. 
“ In 
other 
words, 
ten 
cents 
w orth of pecans is equal to sev­ 
enty cents worth of potatoes, or 
thirty-six cents w orth 
of 
milk. 
Ten cents worth of hickory nuts 
are about equal in n utritive value 
to 
about 
ten 
cents 
w orth 
of 
potatoes, eighteen cents worth of 
whole milk and thirty-tw o cents 
worth of porterhouse steak. 
It is 
interesting to note th at ten cents 
worth of peanuts 
contains 
on«* 
hundred and tw en ty 
grams 
of 
protein, more than is considered 
adequate for a d a y ’s consum ption. 
“ Nuts when purchased in the 
shell are less liable to contam i­ 
nation than other foods. 
Many 
are shelled not only u n d er u n sa n ­ 
itary conditions, 
but th** homes 
have been found to contain tu b er­ 
culosis or other highly contagi­ 
ous diseases. 
W hen nuts are p u r­ 
chased shelled, they should 
be 
scalded before using, though this 
is n o t a really adequate 
safe­ 
guard.
